Such 
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Such is the ſtate of many 
Souls, at the beginning of their 
Converſion. to God , and be- 
cauſe they follow more their 
own reaſon and ſenſes, than 
the motion of Grace within 
them, they run great hazard 
of loſing the zew Heart, and 
falling back co that of Nature: 
For on the one fide, while they 
inſiſt only on Focal Prayer, and 
think the ſtrength of the Soul 
is only drawn from thence, 
they do not follow Grace, which 
leads themto a higher ſort of 
Prajzer : And -on the other, 
while they enter upon Exer- 
ciſes and DireQions of their 
own chooſing, which are com- 
monly too high for them, they 
ont-1un Grace.
